BANY AND LITTLE FALLS. 


{he Masked Man and a Companion Oover 
the Messenger With Their Pistols and 
Rifle the Safe of a Lot of Jewelry and 
Other Valuables—Preliminary Trial of 
Terry Campbell—Embezzler Gould Par- 
doned—The Oourbevoir Tragedy—At- 
tempted Murder and Suicide — Other 


Crimes. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 80.—A train rob- 
bery with nearly all the thrilling features 
that accompany such events in the wild 
West took place this morning on a Central 
Hudson Railroad train between Albany and 
Little Falls. It occurred about 1 o’clock this 
morning on train No, 81, a solid American 
Express train of six cars, which left New 
York at 8:30 last night, bound for Chicago. 
At the hour named, B. A. Moore of Buffalo, a 
trusted messenger of the express company, 
who has been in Its employ fifteen years, sud- 
denly realized the fact thata stranger stood 
over him with two revolvers pointed at his 
bead, demanding the surrender of his revol- 
ver and the key to the safe. The robber’s 
dOniy words to Moore were: 

‘It’s money I’m after; you — d— — 
——, we're coming into Utica.’’ Moore was 
taken wholly by surprise and, as the robber 
had taken his revolver, had to give up the 
key of the safe. The robber then opened the 
safe, took out all the money it contained and 
jumped off the train, having first givena 
signal to the engineer to slow down. When 
was ready tojump he gave another signal 
jor the train to go ahead and then jumped 
and started in a northerly direction. The 
robber was masked and the messenger was 
unable to give any accurate description of 
him. As soon as possible Moore made known 
to the other men on thle train what had 
taken place and they made a search to see 
how the robber gotinthecar. There was no 
mystery about it, fora hole large enough to 
admit a man’s body was found cut through 
the forward end of the car. It was about 
sixteen inches square and had been cut with 
an auger andsaw. Once the intruder got 
inside he was concealed from the messenger 
by the freight and could watch the messenger 
without being seen himself. He waited until 
Moore was making out certain way-bills and 
had him covered with the pistols and at his 
mercy. 

The car that was robbed was the last one 
in the train and it is believed by the express 
people that the robber had some experience 
asa railroad employe, from the fact he was 
able to give the right signalonthe air whis- 
tle for slowing and starting the train. The 
train arrived inthis city only afew minutes 
behind its regular time and Messenger Moore 
gave the above particulars. He suffered no 
violence, but was badly frightened and pro- 
ceeded on his way to Buffalo. The exact 
amount of money taken by the robber is not 
known, but from the nature of the packages 
the Express Oo. say that it is less than $1,000. 
Messenger Moore says that when the robber 
secured his revolver he fired three times, 
none of the bullets hitting Moore, however. 
The robber ransacked the safe, taking those 
packages that contained valuables. The 
messenger managed to thrusta $5,000 money 
package behind the safe, which the robber 
cidnotfind, The safe, which contained jew- 
elry and other valuables was rified. The 
robber was short and wore dark clothes. A 
Slight dark moustache showed through the 
mask. Moore was formerly night agent at 
Syracuse. 

THE MESSENGER’S STORY. 

As the train ran into the Central Depot at 
§:) this forenoon a reporter boarded the car 
and asked Moore to explain the robbery. 

“Well sir,’’ said he, ‘‘I was never so sur- 
Prised in my life. Allatonce, while at work 
assorting: packages as usual, near Utica, I 
heard a pistol shot rightin my ears. I jumped 
Up, and right before me stood a masked 
burglar, with the muzzle of his revolver in 
my face. He had secured an entrance into 
the car by boring and sawing a hole through 
the front end, I did not hear him because of 
the rumbling of the train, andI would have 
been on guard of course. Butit was a com- 
plete surprise, and I was Gumbfounded. He 
assorted some packages right before my eyes, 
holding his revolver in one hand and doing 
the work with the other. He seemed in a 
hurry and soon jumped up, pulled the air. 
brake cord, jumped from the srain and was

Brussexrs, Sept. 30.—Gen. Boulanger com- 
mitted suicide to-day onthe tomb of Mme, 
Bonnemain, who died recently in this city. 
The act was committed about noon. He 
stood alone by the grave of his mistress for 
some time, appearing to be deeply affected 
by sorrowful recollections. An attendant of 
the General, who had respectfully. remained 
at some distance from Mme. De Bonnemain’s 
tomb, suddenly heard a sharp report in that 
direction. Running tothe spot, the attend- 
ant found Gen. Boulanger lying dead upon

BEFORE THE TRAGEDY. 

It had been noticed by his friends and as- 
sociates of late that the General was gloomy 
and nervous, but nothing had transpired 
which would have prepared them for 
to-day’s tragedy. This morning the 
General declined to recelve visitors and 
started for his customary drive a little 
earlier than usual. He was accompanied 
by his niece and his private secretary. 
Upon reaching the cemetery he left 
the carriage and entered the burial place 
alone. His companions remained in the car- 
riage outside, as they had frequently 
done before on similar occasions. 
They had no reason to suspect that any- 
thing unusual was about to occur, and as 
they did not hear the shot the first intimation 
they had of the tragedy was given 
them by the cemetery keeper some 
time after the body had been found. 
The Keeper had been summoned to the spot 
by some woodmen who heard the shot. He 
was the firstto touchthe ¢orpse, and upon 
turning the body over he at 
recognized the face as that of Gen. 
Boulanger. When the General’s niece was in- 
formed of what had occurred. she 
fainted. The French Minister to Belgium 
was promptly notified, and lle transmitted 
the news by telephone to the foreign office 
in Paris. The news spread quckly through- 
out Brussels, and acrowd speedily gathered 
around the house where the body of the 
General lay.

THE WOMAN AT WHOSE GRAVE GEN. BOULANGER 
DIED.

She accompanied him to England after 
his filght from France and, early in July last, 
she was dangerously fll in Brussels, suffering 
from consumption.

Itis said that the influence of 
the Duc d’ Aumale secured this promotion, but 
in 1886 Boulanger struck the Duc’s name from 
the army list. Boulanger was appointed to 
the command of the army of occupation in 
Tunis, but he was soon recalled because of a 
disagreement with the resident general. In 
the De Freycinet cabinet, formed Jan. 7, 
1886, Boulanger became Minister of War. 
When Goblet succeeded De Freycinct, Bou- 
langer retained the portfolio, but he went 
out of office when Rouvier became President 
of the Council in 1887. But the General was 
sent to Clermont Ferrand to take command 
of an army corp, Paris giving him an ovation 
when he leftthe city. When the Limousin 
scandal startled rance, Boulanger was 
thought to be implicated. But he wrote an 
indignant letter of denial which seemed to 
satisfy the country. 

Not content, however, with his dental he 
made some ratner free assertions about Gen. 
Ferron, the Minister of War. For this act of 
insubordination he was placed under close 
arrest at his own headquarters for a riod 
of thirty days. Just before this Jules Perry 
ina public speech, had called ‘‘le brav’ 
General’’ ‘‘a cafe concert hero.’’ This 
brought a chalienge from Boulanger, 
but Ferry, like a sensible man, de- 
clined to fight. In March, ’88, the 
government having decided to cashier the 
General by placing him on the retired list, 
Boulanger resolved to take advantage of his 
growing popularity by beginning a vigorous 
campaign against the inistry.- Vacancies 
shortly after occurred in the representation 
for the Dordogne and the Nord, Boulanger 
declined to stand for the Dordogne, but he 
was nevertheless elected by 659,500 votes, as 
we 85,750 for his opponent.

his was on the 15th of April, 1888, a date 
which he declared would be marked in the 
annals of the country as a date of true deliv- 
erance. Boulanger became the hero of 
demonstrations wherever he went. The 
populace idolized him as the coming man 
who was to save France from the blunders of 
incompetent statesmen and the frauds of 
immoral] political combinations, and who 
would be, perhaps, the leader in a war of 
revenge. 

Subsequently Boulanger’s popularity waned 
fora while, and his candidatein the Char- 
ente, M. Paul Deroulede, was defeated at the 

lis. It was at this juncture that Bou- 
anger appeared inthe Chamber of Deputies 
and demanded the dissolution of the Cham- 
ber. Astormy scene followed. M. Floquet, 
who was Minister of Finance, made a vigor- 
ous oratorical attack upon the General, who 
replied: ‘‘You lie!’’ Then came the duel 
with rapiers on Comte Dillon’s estate at 
Neullly. Clemenceau and 


isSe acted for the General, who received a 
wound in the neck... Recovering from 
y thus ed, Boulanger stood as 
a candidate at the bye elections in 
the Nord; Somme and Charente Inferieure 
departments, and he was elected by large 
majorities, Then he stood for Paris and 
on Jan. 27, 1889, was elected, every arondisse- 
ment in the city giving hima majority over 
his competitor, M. Jocques. This was the 
zenith of Boulanger’s popularity, His name 
was known the world over, forall the world 
Outside of France saw in him the man on 
horseback, the new Napoleon, who was to 
make himself master of France. At this 
period the correspondent of an American 
paper thus describes Boulanger: ‘‘He is not 
at all like the published peetoaeegae of 
the General that are seen in every shop win- 
dow in Paris. His hair is not dark and 
nicely combed, as you see it in the pictures, 
butit is iron gray, and stands ‘cropped’ 
anderect. His beard, too, is tawny and 
slightly mixed with gray. In physique he is 
of midale height, well filed, and neither 
stout nor slender. He has a stronger face 
and more intellectual head than the pular 
portraits credit him withal, and the lines in 
his face are distinctly marked—there is quite 
adeep line running across. his forehead. 
His eyes are keen and gray.’’ 

The events in Boulanger’s career from this 
point on tothe end are fresh in the minds of 
the public, but will bear a short recapitula- 
tion. The General was not permitted to take 
his seat in the Chambers after the Paris 
election. 

The Patriotic League, of which he was the 
head, was suppressed and the General was 
tried by the -enate on the charge of ten 5 
while Minister, appropriated £10,000 of pub- 
lic money for purposes of his own propa- 
ganda. He was found guilty. To avoid 
arrest, he fied first to Belgium, then to Lon- 
don, where he arrived April 24. The General 
was elected at the general election (Septem- 

for Montmacra, by a small majority 

ffrin, but the election was 

annulled. The General then retired tothe 

Island of Jersey, and later removed to 

Brussels, where he rented the palatial resi- 

dence formerly occupied by the Austrian 
Ambassador. 

Mme. De Bonnemain, the General’s mis- 
tress, upon whose tomb he breathed his last, 
died in Brussels on July 16, 1891, after 
having accompanied Gen. Boulanger in all 
his late wanderings. She devoted an in- 
herited fortune of $1,500,000 to the further- 
ance ofthe General’s political fortune. With- 
in the past year France has lost interest in 
Boulanger and his name rarely appeared in 
cablegrams from Europe. 


BOULANGER IN 8T. LOUIS, 


RECOLLECTIONS OF HIS VISIT TO THIS CITY IN

Gen. Boulanger is well remembered in St. 
Louis, as he paid the city two visits with the 
French delegation who came to this country 
to participate In the centennial celebration 
in 1881 of the battle of Yorktown, and on each 
occasion was enthusiastically entertained by 
the citizens. The delegation was in charge 
of Gen. Boulanger and he was the lion of the 

On the first visit they were enter- 
at the Sst. Louis club house, 
on Washington avenue, and also 
at Jefferson Barracks and were 
visited at the Southern Hotel by many of the 
old French residents of the city and other 
citizens. From 8st. Louls they went to Chi- 
cago and then to California, and u their 
return they again spent several days in this 
city. The great feature of this second visit 
was the reception tendered them by Mrs. 
Mary Scanlan at her residence in the West 
End. There were 1,200 guests and the recep- 
tion was one of the most brilliant society af- 
fairs ever given in &t.- Louis. 
on this occasion that Gen. Boulange 
much attention toa well-known soc 
as to lead many to fbelieve the fr 
wards circulated that she was soon to be- 
come Mrs. Boulanger.

MRS. SCANLAN’S RECEPTION. 

‘‘Gen. Boulanger wrote back afterwards 
that it was the most brilliant and at the same 
time the most homelike reception they had 
been tendered in America,jand that there 
were more fhandsome and brilliant women 
there than he had seen on the rest of his 
American tour. The entire party were de- 
lighted with that reception at Mrs. Scan- 
lan’s, and they were also particularly well 
pleased with the reception ven them 
by the Irish-Americans. The French citi- 
zens had entertained them on their first 
visit at the St. Louis Club-hoase and now the 
Irish- Americans ve them an ovation 
at the Lindell Hotel. The most prominent 
Irish-Americans of the city were present and 
after the reception they escorted the guests 
to the Union Depot, accompanied 
the Wolf Tone Rifles and the Arsenal 
Band. At the depot the band played the 
‘*Marseilles,’’ and they played it so well that 
Gen. Boulanger had me compliment Capt. 
Lewis, the director, on the execution. A 
number of us accompanied the delegation to 
New Orleans, and I tell you we had a grand 
time in that old French town. Then the dele- 
gation returned to New York, and went back 
to Washington to pay their respects to the 
President before sailing for France. 
For a number of years after they re- 
turned home the members of the delegation 
metannually in Paris and had a banquet 
together in celebration of their American 
visit. Gen. Boulanger was made Minister of 
War, you remember, after his visit here. 

‘*O, yes, I forgot to mention their reception 
on ’change here. Besides their entertain- 
ment at Jefferson Barracks, which pleased 
them very much, and the other private re- 
ceptions iven them here, they 
were tendered a public reception 
at the Merchants’ Exchan on their 
second visitabout Dec. 15, 1881, I think ft 
was. Gen. Boulanger made aspeech on this 
occasion in French, which I translated for 
one ofthe papers, and Col. de Pusy, the 

nd nephew of Gen. Lafayette, also de- 
ivered an address. The Chamber of Com- 
merce was crowded and the guests were very 
warmly received. Gen. Boulanger was en- 
thusiastically cheered as was also Col, de 


Pusy. 
THE RECEPTION ON CHANGE. 

According to the files of the Post- DISPATCH 
Gen. Boulanger andthe entire French dele- 
gation were received on ’Change, Dec. 12, 
1881. This paper’s report of the reception 
says: ‘*‘The members of the French delega- 
tion arrived at the Exchange building at 12:30 

.m., under the escort of M. Emile Karst, 

he French Consu}]. They were taken to the 
Secretary’s office and introduced to Presi- 
dent Michael McEnnis, who welcomed them 
in the purest Parisian French. Soon after- 
wards they were escorted by Mr. McEnnisand 
Secretary Morgan to the rostrum. At the 
sound of the gavel business was suspended 
and the members gathered before the stand, 
Three hearty cheers were given as the dis- 
tinguished visitors were introduced.’’ 

In present the delegates, Mr. Ennis said 
that without the aid of France the American 
colonies would never have become a nation. 

GEN. BOULANGER’S SPEECH. 

Gen. Boulanger was then introduced and 
he made a short speech in French, which 
was translated for the Post-DISPATCH by Mr, 
Karst at the time as follows: 

GENTLEMEN—We all thank you heartily for the 
kind and cordial reception you have given us. You 
Americans have not forgotten that the blood of your 
countrymen was mingled with that of the French at 
Yorktown and during the Revolution. You have 
not forgotten that it was jnatly with France you 
won r liberty an became a 
great people. Mighty nations like yours 
do themselves honor when they do 
not ferget. St. Louis is the only city in America we 
have visited twice and wefind from the reception 

iven us that we were perfectly right in coming back 

ere. I cannot better finish than by exclaiming 
what we allfeel from the bottom of our hearts: 
‘*Long live the United States!’’ 

The report says that ‘‘the General’s ad- 
dress was received with loud plaudits and at 
its close the cheering continued for several 
minutes.’’ 

Col. Pusey then made a short speech, thank- 
ing the people of St. Louis for the cordial re- 
ception tendered the party. and the members 
of the delegation were then introduced in- 
dividually toa number of the St. Louls mer- 
chants and other citizens present,and a little 
later they called on Capt. James B. Eads at 
his office in the Merchants’ Exchange buwild- 
ing.

Austria Will Meet the First Movement 
Toward Constantinople. 


EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH SERVES NO- 
TICE ON HIS ALLIES. 


The First Step of Russian Soldiers Across 
the Dobrudsha Means General Euro 
pean War-—England’s Interest in the 
Austrian EKaiser’s Declaration—Capt. 
Younghusband Put to Death. 


Lorpon, Sept. 30.—A Berlin dispatch says 
thatthe Austrian Government has notified 
the Kaiser’s Government that Austria, 
whether invaded or not by Russia, will re- 
sist any attempt on the part of Russia to ad- 
vance upon Constantinople. This is signifi- 
cant, asthe arrangement between the mem- 
bers of the Triple Alliance do not require 
actual invasion of territory to make it neces- 
sary forall the members of the alliance to 
join against the common enemy, and should 
Austria attack a Russian force advancing 
upon the Turkish capital, that attack would 
probably be followed by a general European 
war. / 
This news isintensely interesting in Lon- 
don, for every one knows that the Triple Alli- 
ance is inreality a quadruple compact, in- 
cluding England, with Austria, German and 
Italy. 

As ifin confirmation of the declaration made 
by a semi-official paper et St. Petersburg a 
few days ago that for every encroachment of 
England in Europe Russia would have a com- 
pensationin Asia, comes the statement to- 
day by the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Political Correspondence of Vienna, 
that the reason for Russia’s declination to 
co-operate withthe rest of the Powers in 
calling China to account for the recent out- 
rages upon foreigners is that Russia does not 
desire to strengthen England’s influence in 
Asia and also because the Russian Govern- 
mentis of the opinion that the disturbed 
condition of China will assist in extending 
Russian commerce in the direction of the 
projected Siberian railroads.

PRESIDENT ELLERBE WELCOMES THE 
DELEG ATES TO THE CITY. 


Resolution Introduced Favoring a State 
Investigation of Fires and Punish- 
ment for Criminal Negligence as Well 
as for Incendiarism—$100,000,000 
Worth of Property Destroyed in the 
Country Annually. 


The twenty-second annual convention of 
the National Association of Insurance Com- 
missioners was called to order at 
in o’clock this morning in Hall No. 2 
in the Odd Fellows’ building by State Com- 
missioner C. P. Ellerbe, who is President of 
the association. State Actuary Aug. Harvey 
acted as Secretary. On the call of the roll 
the following delegates responded : 
William A. Wright, Georgia; J. J. Brink- 
hoff, Illinois; Stewart Goodrill, Ilowa; 
M. H. McBride, Kentucky; Simon Toby, 
Louisiana; W. D. Whitney, Maine; J, T. Tal- 
bert and J. J. Jackson, Maryland; Maj. Geo. 
S. Merrill Smith, Massachusetts; Elmer 
Dearth, Minnesota; 8. H. Benton, M. E. 
Wheeler, Nebraska; J. C. Linehan, New 
Hampshire; Isaac Vanderpool, New York; A. 
L. Oary, North Dakota; W. H. Kemper, 
Ohio; Geo. 3B. tLuper, A. C. Lan- 
ders, Rhode Isiand; J. Hollingswort, 
Texas; W.H. Dyer, West Virginia; W. M.

Secretary. 
PRESIDENT ELLERBE’S ADDRESS. 

President Ellerbe then made the opening 
address, in which he touched upon the ques- 
tions of national supervision, the diversity of 
laws and the imposing of taxeson insurance 
companies by the different State Legislatures 
for doing business in those States. He said 
that these questions would be brought before 
the convention, as well as the question 
of uniformity oflaws, referring in that con- 
nection to the recent meeting of the National 
Bar Association, which was bringing about a 
uniformity of statutes inthe face of greater 
difficulties than their association was labor- 
ing under. 

On motion of Mr. Luper of Pennsylvania the 
address was referred toa special committee 
of five who were to reportit back to the 
convention with appropriate suggestions 
for probable action. The Chair appointed 
Messrs. Luper, Linehan, Smith, McBride and 
Vanderpool on the committee. 

The Safe Underwriters’ Association pre- 
sented a memoriaitothe association which 
was read by the secretary and referred to the 
Committee on Legisiation. Owing to the ab- 
sence of Mr. McEwan of Ohio. the blank 
forms of insurance policies were not present- 
ed for the delegates’ inspection as antici- 
pated. 

OFFICIAL INVESTI GATION OF FIRES. 

Mr. Luperof Pennsylvania presented the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, the fire waste of this count 


has reached 
the enormous figure of more than ,000,000 per 
annus; and 


Whereas. It has been fully demonstrated that a 
laige poreonmnee of this stupendous consumption 
of the watural resources of the country 
is directly traceable to incendiarism, faulty and 
even criminal building construction, the want of 
proper legal regulations for the selling and storing of 
combustibles, and the failure of municipal govern- 
ments to emactand enforce ordinances against the 
use of tire-crackers and fireworks, therefore be it 

Resolved. That itis the sense of this convention 
that adequate laws should be enacted by the several 
States providing for official investigation of the 
causes of fires and providing for prosecutions when 
incendiarism or any criminal negieéct is the cause of 
the fire. 

The resolution was referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

FIDELITY INSURANCE. 

State Actuary Harvey read an able and 
interesting paper on fidelity insurance which 
was referred to the executive committee. It 
will be discussed to-morrow afternoon, and 
Judge Woerner ofthe Probate Court wil at- 
tendand address the convention upon the 
subdject. 

The convention then took a recess until $ 
o’ clock. 

This afternoon the President will appoint 
Committees on Laws and Legislation, Assets 
of Insurance Companies, Guaranty, In- 
surance Reserves, Miscellaneous Affairs 
Unauthorized Insurance, and Mortality and 
interest. Th* delegates and Visitors will be 
entertained during their wr 4 in the city 
by committees appointed y the Life 
Underwriters’ Association and the 
St. Louts Board of Underwriters. The del- 
egates will probably visit the Exposition ina 
body to-morrow night, and Friday, after the 
close of the convention, be given a carriage 
ride and a banquet.

William Traynhbam, the negro who was 

shot in the abdomen on the steamer Spread 
Eagle last Monday afternoon,by George Hull, 
died of his wound at the City 
Hospital early this morning. Trayn- 
ham was a strong, hard working 
deck hand, 2i years of age. His murderer, 
George Hull, is 22 years of age, and was em- 
ployed as a deck hand on the same boat. 
These two and a few other negroes were 
throwing dice on the deck of the boat about 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon when a dispute 
arose as to whose turn it was. 
Traynham and Hull grew wrathy 
and called each other names. They soon 
came to blows and Hull ended the fight by 
Grawing a 8 caliber revolver and shooting 
his antagonist in the abdomen. In the con- 
fusion that followed, Hull succeeded in mak- 
ing his escape and is stillatiarge. Trayn- 
ham was carried to the Dispensary where 
Dr. Steinmetz placed a temporary bandage 
on the wound to stop the flow of blood and 
then sent him to the City Hospital. There it 
was found that the bullet had cut four holes 
in the intestines and lodged in the muscles of 
the hip. The punctures were sewed 
up and the prospects of the in- 
jured man’s recovery were very fair 
until nightfall, when he began to grow weak. 
He died at 5:20 o’clock this morning. 
The police are now looking for Hall, who 
is supposed to have gone down the river. If 
he remains on the Mississippi River he will 
probably be captured, as he will be seen by 
the roustabouts who go up and down on the 
river, and as usual in such cases, they would 
take great pleasure, or try to curry favor, in 
telling the police authorities.

HE WILL NOT GIVE UP WITHOUT A

The Causes Which Led to His Dismissal— 
His Quarrel With Chicf Inspector Bell 
— Alleged Insult to the President— Mr. 
Nolan Tells His Side of the Story. 


Ex-member of the Legislature W.J. Nolan 
is no longeran Inspector of Customs in the 
office of Col. James 9. Churchill, 
Surveyor of Customs for this district. Mr. 
Nolan has been suspendec, and Col. 
Churchill has forwarded «a4 full report 
of his action to Secretary Windom 
of the Treasury Department for 
his approval and if this is given the sus- 


effaced from the pay rolls of the office. 

Mr. Nolan was served with notice of his 
suspension lest Saturday, and since then he 
has informed his friends that he did not 
propose to lay down until he had fought 
the case to the end, He will, it is 
understood, gO to Washington and 
ask a hearing from the Secretary ofthe 
Treasury. He was appointed an Inspector 
Sept. 16, 18688, and filled the office up to 
last Saturday, when Col Churchill 
notified him that he cotld consider himself 
suspended pending finaiaction at Washing- 
ton. Nolan, it appears, waxed indignant 
and demanded an explanation, which 


was cheerfully furnish ed him 
by the Surveyor and fis chief deputy, Mr. 
Young. Nolan then i¢t the office and has 
been Dusily engaged tonsulting with his 
friends ever since. 

COL. CHURCHIEL EXPLAINS. 

Surveyor Churchill s@4, when asked this 
morning, that he tad suspended WNo- 
lan for several ca@ises. **They can 
be said to be @Gassead as insub- 
ordination, inefficiengq and excessive 
Gcrinking on duty. Agait,on two occasions 
that we are certain of, he referred to 
the President of the United States in a 
most contemptible mantrer and employed the 
most abusive language in speaking of the 
Chief Executive of this @muntry.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Council Decides That New Engine 
Houses Will Be Built. 

The Council has decided that the three new 
engine houses, whose necessity the Posr- 
DISPATCH pointed out Monday, shall be 
built. Oneisto be at Twentieth and Wash- 
ington avenue, another on Vernon, between 


Beltand Goodfellow, and the third in the 
Fair Grounds district. The one on Washing- 
ington avenue will cost $25,000, and the other 
two $10,000 apiece. 

The bids have been paps in their box by 
Councilman William Cullinane and John C. 
Bensiek, who were unwilling that the Fire 
Department should be improved while Chief 
lindsay was in office. Councilman John A. 
Sloan, the third member ot the committee, 
has made unavailing protest against this 
harrow policy, and the fires Sunday nerved 
him to do an extraoidinary thing to have the 
bills passed. When the ouncil met 
last night he made a minority report 
On allthe bills in the committee’s box, in- 
cluding one for the repair of the No. 12 en- 
gine house. He took Councilmen Cullinane 
and Bensiek by surprise, and they made in- 
stant protest, assisted materially by UCoun- 
cilman Charlies E. Wehner. 

**‘It seems to me that Mr. Sloan is acting 
with a good deal of assurance,’’ said Coun- 
cilman Cullinane. 

**He coulda have hada meeting of the com- 
mittee at any time on those Dills,’’ said Coun- 
cilman Bensiek. 

Counciiman Sloan said that was all non- 
sense and the gentlemen knewit. The com- 
bine members of the Council had been ac- 
cused of delaying those bills, and he wanted 
to show that it was the other side. 

Motions of various kinds were made

Haxgrisox is further handicapped in his 
alleged demand on Chili by the position 
our Government has so long and conspicu- 
ously maintained against the right of 
ministers to make their houses asylums for 
political refugees of all sorts or sanctuaries 
for common malefactors. Accordingly 
our President is compelled to put his com- 
plaint against Chili solely upon EGAN’s 
allegation that his house is watched with 
more suspicion than any other foreign 
minister’s, and that his ex-territorial 
immunities are conceded guardedly and 
with scanter courtesy than is extended to 
the representatives of other foreign powers. 

This is a dangerous sort of complaint to 
prefer, because it may give Chili an oppor- 
tunity to justify the discrimination by 
showing that our Minister only has so 
abused his privileges that precautions had 
to be taken against such abuse, or that he 
had made himself and his asylum so 
offensive that extraordinary steps had to 
be taken for his protection from the 
fury of the Chilian populace. 

The ex-territoriality which protects a 
minister and his retinue of clerks and 
servants from punishment under local 
law, and enables them to aid 
anf abet treason oor other crimes 
with impunity, does not make 
his house a sanctuary in which male- 
factors not belonging to his retinue can 
claim immunity from arrest and punish- 
ment. If he employs servants belonging 
to the country of his official residence who 
are accused of committing crimes before 
they became his servants, they may be 
searched for and arrested in bis house and 
all the force necessary for effecting an en- 
trance for this purpose may be applied. 

In short, the many stories told of 
EGAN’s relations with BALMACEDA and of 
his interference with Chilian affairs afford 
grave reason for fearing that Chili’s 
official statement about the police cordon 
around our Minister’s house may prove 
unpleasant reading for us. 


Hap Gen. BOULANGER recognized the 
well-known fact that ordinary men cannot 
make opportunity, but must wait for it,he 
might still have been one of the possibili- 
ties in France.

70 the Editor of the Post- Diapatch: 

In the building ordinances of St. Louis 
there are maby clauses which are supposed 
to protect bulidings, both publicand private, 
in this city from fire, and many little tech 
nical points are insisted on. 

In face of what has occurred at the fire on 
corner of Tenth and Spruce streets, yester- 


day, the whole of these clauses might 
as well have been omitted, since sec. 716 of 
our ordinances is ignored. 

The shutters were not fireproof, and if 
they had been, what Is the use of using cedar 
sills covered with gaivanized iron on the 
most vulnerable side of the building (in this 
case the alley oreast side) and using stone 
sills on all otber sides where the chances of 
fire getting in were nil? 

The facts can be easily proved, andasa 
spectator, I belleve are these: The fire from 
the adjoining shanty (which by-the-by was 
reported to contain hemp, which according 
to clause 774 is not allowed to be stored east 
of Ninth street) burned out the cedar sills, 
got inside of the wood shutters covered with 
iron, and gutted the whole building. 

Let us have iron shutters in the alleys, and 
iron or stone sills, but not make a farce of 
building ‘‘*slow com bustion’’ butidings. 

If itis unsafe to store —% except under 
certain conditions, east of Ninth street, it 
would seem to be equally unsafe west of 
Ninth street. **CIVES.’’

THE SACRED COLLEGE GIVES THE ITAL- 
IAN MONARCH NO ENCOURAGEMENT. 


The King Anxious fora Pope Who Would 
Be Willing to Make Peace With the 
Italian Monarch—Snuffering Russian 
Peasantry—The Cholera in China—Rus- 
sian Jewish Exiles. 


Rome, Sept. 30.—King Humbert is known to 
have made advances indirectly to a number 
ofthe Cardinals to sound them onthe pos- 
sibility of electing a successor to Leo XIll., 
who would be willing to make peace with 
the Italian monarchy. The King strongly 
feels the painful features of the existing sit- 
vation. He is himself of a religious turn of 
mind, a genuine Catholic in his belief, and 
only limiting his catholicity at the question 
of the temporal power. He would be willing 
to enlarge somewhat the area of the Vatican 
jurisdiction, but not to surrender Rome, 
which he regards as the heart and brain of 
Italy. It is said, although the Cardinals 
themselves are reticent, that King Humbert 
received very little encouragement in his 
plan. The Sacred College is strongly con- 
servative,and Pope Leo, in appointing new 
Cardinals, has been careful to select men of 
uncompromising views. 


THE POPE’S CONDITION. 

BERLIN, Sept. 30.—Private telegrams say 
that the recent strain has seriously increased 
the Pope’s feebleness and that his condition 
now causes alarm,

Forthe monththe death rate 
at Foo Chow has been very high, cholera at 
that point beng more prevalent than ever 
known before. The natives are reported as 
suffering terribly, because they use the 
dirtiest water, washing and cooking in it. 
In one instance, first one member of a family 
of seven persons was attacked by 
the disease in the most severe form, 
dying in an hour. His friends 
prepared to bury him, sending one of their 
number to get grave clothes, but this man 
too fell sick himselfand died by the road- 
side. He was carréd to his home, where the 
unfortunate family were already bewailing 
the death of the filSst man. The second vic- 
tim was placed by jhe side of his deceased 
relative, and preparations were made for the 
burial of the two,mwhen without warning a 
third member of the family fell down and 
died of the dread lady.

He Died the 
individual and the corporation, the orphan 
and the widow, the heathen and the 
Christian. with as little regerd for their cir- 
cumstances andthe justice of their claims 
as if they were a set of dry and soulless 
gambling chips to be handied without 
scruples except such as tended to produce 
the profits of the game.

UNUSUAL ACTIVITY IN THE BROOKLYN 
; WAVY YARD. 


Vessels Which Are Now Available in Case 
of Trouble With the Government of the 
Junte—Cause of Hostility to America— 
Reports of Fighting in Guatemala Dis- 

, credited. 

New Yorn, Sept. '80.—The activity among 
the officers at the navy yard, at the com- 
mandant’s offices on the ships yesterday sug- 
gested that there was something unusual 
going on, but it was denied that any specific 
instractions for greater expedition in the re. 
pairs of the vessels had been received from 
Washington. Dispatches were received from 
the Navy Department, however, that the re- 
pairs to vessels must be pushed without de- 
lay. Assistant Secretary of the Navy J. Rus- 
gell Soley was an early visitor at the yard 
and he was closeted for some time with the 
Oommandant, Oapt. Henry Erbens; Rear 
Admiral Bancroft Gherardi, Commandant 
of the North Atlantic squadron; Capt. G. 
©. Wiltze, Commandant of the Cruiser 
Boston, and two or three other officers. Chief 
Naval Constructor Theodore D. Wilson, who 
made an inspection of the work on the new 
vessels building at the yard on Monday, was 
misoatthe yard again yesterday, and took 
part in the consultation in the Commandant’s 
office. He also visited the several vessels in 
commission to inform himself of the work 
mecessary to be done before they should go 
to sea. It was said that this had no special 
significance, Dut the consultation was to 
Jearn the exact condition of each vessel at 


the yard. 

An officer attached to the New York naval 
station, speaking yesterday of the ‘condition 
of the Pacific squadron at this time, said: If 
our relations in Chili should become 50 
strained asto make it advisable to have a 
naval force there ithe department might be 
embarrassed fora time for available ships, 
There are now seven ships detailed to the 
Pacific squadron. The new cruiser Balti- 
more, the flagship of Rear Admiral George 
Brown, is at Valparaiso. The new crulser 
Ban Francisco arrived at Payta, Peru, a few 
days ago, on her way to San Francisco; 
the Yorktown, a new cruiser of the 
third class, is at the Navy Yard; the old 
wooden steam sloop of war is on her way to 
Honolulu; the old wooden steam war vessel 
Iroquois is at Samoa. The Mohican ofthe 
Iroquois class is on her way from Behring 
Sea to San Francisco, and the iron gunboat 
Marion has been ordered to gofrom Oun- 
miaska to China. The Chicago, the flagship 
of the squadron of evolution, went out for 
target practice in Gardiners Bay on Satur- 
day, and is then to goto New London. Sshe 
is really available if it were deemed neces- 
sary to send her to Chill, and could reach 
there in about forty-five days. The 
cruiser Newark, of the same class as the 
Chicago, could getto seain about ten days. 
Bhe has been selected as the flag-ship of the 
South Atlantic squadron. The Atlanta is 
with the Chicago, and she and the Benning- 
ton, now atthe navy yard and belonging to 
the squadron of evolution, could be sent to 
sea on five days’ notice. So there are sev- 
eral vessels thatare really available in case 
ofanemergency. The vessels of the North 
Atlantic squadron would be enough to keep 
on the North Atlantic coast and are now 
here. They are the Philadeiphia, Boston, 
Concord, Kearsarge. But I am ofthe opin- 
jon that there is not so much in this scare as 
on first reports would seem. 
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CHILI'S GRIEVANCES. 


WHY THE JUNTA I8 HOSTILE TO THE UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT. 

VALPARAISO, Chili, Sept. 320.—There are 
several reasons for Chill’s soreness against 
the United States, as evidenced by the treat- 
ment of Minister Egan and theclose watch 
kept upon the legation house in Santiago. 
These causes may be set out as follows: 

1. The Etata affair. 

2. Admiral Brown’s visit to Quintero Bay. 

8. Acting Secretary Wharton’s refusal to 
receive the Junta’s envoys. 

4. The belief that the United States navy 
and Government were in sympathy with 
Balmaceda. 

5. The navy’s action in taking politica 
refugees away and Minister Egan’s insiat- 
@nceon the safe conduct of the Balmaced- 
ists in the legation. 

The two first named are the most weighty. 
The Etata affair is well understood and needs 
no explanation to the American people. The 
second cause of hostility is notso generally 
known. When Gen. Canto landed his force 
at Quinterno Bay in his initial movement 
on Valparaizo Admiral Brown steamed up 
on his fag shipto witness the maneuvers. 
turning immediately afterward to Valpara!i- 
so harbor. As soon as the Admiral’s 
vessel anchored a boat containing an officer 
from the ship was sent ashore and the officer 
proceeded to Balmaceda’s headquarters in the 
city. Whathis mission was is not known, 
but the insurgents believe that Admiral 
Brown acted in the capacity of a spy on 
Cant o’s movements and reported his obser- 
vations to the Balmacedists.

The interest in the situation has 
not abated, and that the Government stil! 
feels the necessity of having men-of-war in 
Chilian waters or within easy callis attested 
by the fact that the San Francisco which 
touched at Payta, Peru, on her wayto San 
Francisco has been ordered toremainat Payta 
and await developments. The United States 
steamer Yorktown which some weeks ago was 
ordered to China, has been ordered to stop 

' on her way thence at Valparaiso for orders. 
She will not be able to leave New York for a 
week and it will require about forty-five days 
forher to reach Chill, providing she has 
good weather. The Yorktown touched at Rio 
de Janeiro on her way down the Atlantic 
Coast and also at Montevideo. In the event 
that the Chilian situation does not demand 
her presence at Valparaiso, orders can then 
be sent her to proceed direct to 
China. The Yorktown, under her 
present orders, will sail through 
the Straits of Magellan and up the Pacific 
Coast to Valparaiso. The San Francisco will 
remain at Payta for the present and the 
United States steamer Baltimore wi)) remain 
at Valparaiso. This disposition of the only 
available United States men-of-war shows 
that the Government is not satistied that all 
trouble with Ohbili is passed or that in the un- 
stable condition of the country, on the verge 
of a Presidential election, new troubles may 
arise, compelling the United States, for the

AN ICE FACTORY BURNED. 


Ring’s Bstablishment on Hawk Avenue 
and the Wabash Road Destroyed. 


John Ring’s ice factory, on Hawk avenue 
and the Wabash tracks, was totally 
destroyed by fireat 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Patrick Sheedy, the engineer, was 
going through the building with a 
coal ofl] lamp in his hend when 


it exploded and the burning oll set fire to the 
w work. Sheedy made a desperate at- 
temptto put ovt the flames singiehanded, 
but they got beyond his control and he 
ran out to look for an alarm box. i It 
was some time before he found a box 
and as there are no engine companies in the 
immediate vicinity, there was another long 
delay before the apparatus arrived. The 
frame buildings were almost in ashes before 
a stream was played —_ the fire, and 
nothing was saved. ‘h factory was 
a long one-story frame and i corru- 
gated iron building. One - half 
the building was occupied as an engine- 
room, where the ice pumps, ammonia tanks 
and condensing sagen’ was operated, and 
the other half was occupied by the freezing 
tanks and ice-room., he bulidings were 
valued at about $2,000 and the machinery about 
$15,000; the machinery was only partly insured 
The ice factory was built only last year by 
Mr. Ring, and it was being operated to its 
fullest capacity when destroyed. 

While running to the ice factory fire the 
hose-reel of Engine Oo. No. 21 and the hose- 
reel of Engine Co. No. 29 collided on the cor.- 
ner of Vandeventer avenue and Manchester 
road with terrific force. McOormack, one of 
the drivers, was thrown from his seat and 
badly hurt about the hips. The carriages 
were upset, but no one else was hurt, and 
they proceeded to the fire.

THE MENAND THEIR CHANCES, 

The New York papers are devoting col- 
umns of space to the athietic championships 
totake placeatthe St. Louis Fair Grounds 
next Saturday afternoon. Referring to the 
the Maiti and Express says: 
‘*Interest inthe big meeting next week has 
been gradually developing, until to-day 
nothing else is talked of in amateur sporting 
circles. As a usual thing heretofore, it has 
been a comparatively easy matter to tell 
just who would be lIikely to win the 
majority of the events on the programme, 
but this year the development of latent talent 
has been so great thatthe races are of the 
most open chafacter, and little more than an 
indefinite idea exists ofhowa large number 
of them will terminate.

The 
winners of the Metropolitan champlion- 
ship honors have undoubtedly been made to 
recognize the uncertain quality of their West- 
erm Opponents, and have for two weeks been 
training assidouously in anticipation of some 
fearful struggles. The Western men, 
it is assumed, not having to undergo 
the tedious journey will be as physically per- 
fect as sible, and this fact in Itself in- 
creases the element of chance that charac- 
teriges the various contests. Judging from 
present indicationsthe meeting will be the 
most successful ever given in the history of 
the Amateur Athletic Union.’’ 

The quarter-mile race, in which Remington 
and Downs willagain compete for suprem- 
acy, is exciting the jiveliest interest in New 
York and it Is thought that the record for the 
distance will probably have to be broken 
by the winner. The 100-yard race 
is generally conceded to be between Luther 
Cary of the Manhattans and Harry Jewett of 
Detroit.

The New York Sun says the Y. M. C. A. 
people are endeavoring to stop the athletes 
developed in their gymnasiums from desert- 
ing them and joining outside athletic clubs 
as they have Deen constantly doing. The Y. 
M. C. A, ig mot recognized by the A. A. U. 
George Ehler of the Central Y. M. OC. A., 
Brooklyn, says in reference to the matter: 

‘*In the first place these athletic clubs and 
leagues permit only of specialties. They do 
not go in for all-around work. To neglect that 
would knock out of existence one of our fore- 
most principles, that is, the all-around train- 
ing necessary toa man’s physical and mental 
vigor. Another thing, the Y. M. C. A. could 
not afford todoasthe big athletic clubs do 
in order to bring expertrunners, bicyclers 
or jumpers into their ranks. -Wecould not 
compete with the clubs because we could not 
offer the inducements. In order to keep our 
men we must offer someinducement. Thatis 
certain. I donot mean such inducements as 
the athletic clubs offer, but a chance to do 
their work well in the association games, and 
at the same time to gain the fame and notice 
which all healthy athletes crave. We desire 
to offer them that chance and in this way: 
We bave a powerful body of 225,000 members 
inthe United States. Well, weare divided 
into branches, and each branch 
has a stirring athletic department which 
corresponds to an athletic club. Our idea is 
to form all these branch clubs into one 
large athletic organization, which fn numbers 
and influence will be the equal of the amateur 
Athletic Union. We intend to hold all-around 
games only and under the Gulic system of 
scoring only. We shall by our numbers alone 
force the A. A. U. torecognizée ns. We shall 
force them to allow us to exist side by side 
with them, enjoying their privileges and per- 
mitting our athletes and their athletes to 
legally compete in our games, under our rul- 
ing. Failing to do this, we can without 
trouble exist as an independent athletic 
body.’’
